given a position by his friends and kept 
there, not because he is qualified for its 
duties but because he is deaf and dumb 
and because they pity him. Others not 
friends of this particular mute, rimy no¬ 
tice his shortcomings, may make an esti¬ 
mate of what he can do and what he can fc, 
and thus set up a standard of the worth 
of a deaf-mute, which whilo it may be 
true of one individual case, is utterly 
false of many others. 

Now it is more than probable that 
were another mute sought to fill the posi¬ 
tion, one who could fill it understanding^ 
and conduct its duties right, to find him 
would not be at all difficult. “The right 
man in the right place” i3 a saying old 
and good, and if mutes want to have their 
rights they should insist on having the 
right mute in the right place. 

Or take another case. 

The friends of a mute want him to be¬ 
come a clerk. But of the sad fact that 
he is not fitted for the position they are 
fully aware. Nevertheless they are de¬ 
termined that he shall bo a clerk. They 
have the command of no position them¬ 
selves, but they have friends who are 
merchants and they think they can j 
get their mute in one of the stores. Bo 
they take him to the merchants, and 
probably he is granted a trial. But the 
trial is of course a failure, arid with many 
regrets the mute is returned to his friends. 
Now this of course don’t prove that no 
deaf-mute can be a clerk, for there are 
plenty who can. But the merchants will 
think so, and when a really worth/ can¬ 
didate presents himself, they wont have 
him. 

is not every mute that can be a 
teacher, but there are some mutes who 
are most excellent teachers. If none but 
the well-fitted are allowed to fill the posi¬ 
tion, the standard will never lower, it 
will rather rise ; and whenever it rises, 
the clan as a body will receive greater 
appreciation. And appreciation is but 
another word for being granted our rights. 
Every deaf-mute can not fill the same 
position, but each can be successful in an 
appropriate Bphere. Because a few deaf- 
mutes can retain clerkships under the 
government, it must not be supposed by 
their friends that all deaf-mutes will be 
welcomed by Uncle Sain. Because some 
can teach, is no premise to the conclusion 
that all will make acceptable teachers, 
and because one deaf-mute can xlo one 
work properly and satisfactorily, it is 
shockingly bad reason to insist that every 
other deaf-mute can do it as well. 

If we are to degenerate into a commu¬ 
nity of beggars and peddlers and good- 
for-nothings, there is nothing that will 
hasten the end sooner than this hoisting 
or trying to hoist the wrong mute into 
the right place.

Tlie Deaf-Mute Mother. 


We have recently received a letter 
from Rev. Thomas B. Berry, of Albany, 
suggesting the plan of holding in the city 
of Syracuse quarterly services for deaf- 
mutes, beginning Jan. 18th, 1874, and 
thereafter on tho third Sunday in April, 
July and October. This was his inten¬ 
tion last year, but there were so few at¬ 
tendants at the first service that Syra¬ 
cuse was given up. Rev. Dr. Gallaudet 
and Rev. Mr. Berry have, however, come 
to the conclusion that it can be made a 
very good point—as available as Albany 
—if a goodly number of deaf-mutes will 
attend regularly. As Grace Church of 
Syracuse is rather too far out, an effort is 
being made to induce Bishop Hunting- 
ton to recommend another, and we hope 
it can be procured. In behalf of this 
plan we would state that >ve will person¬ 
ally and heartily co-operate with Rev. 
Mr. Berry to further these very approx, 
priate services as far as circumstances' 
will admit. , 

Syracuse being the residence of anum- 
ber of deaf-mutes and the central city in 
our State, no better place west of Al¬ 
bany could be selected for that purpose. 

The city its el f and vicinity could be 
represented by quite a large number of 
the deaf and dumb, and as from all parts 
of the State railways converge there, 
thereby rendering it easy of access for a 
great many at a distance, we doubt not 
a large number would take great pleasure 
and derive much spiritual benefit in at¬ 
tending such quarterly meetings. To no 
other point in the State, west of Albany, 
could so-largo a number of our class of 
citizens be drawn from the country 
towns and cities at so little expense to 
themselves as to the city of Syracuse. 
As to the value of religions gatherings 
no true Christian mute citizen can raise 
any objection ; on tlie contrary every 
pure minded Christian man and woman 
deaf-mute will observe at once that such 
gatherings are not only promotive of our 
spiritual welfare, but also of the most 
important good results in improving our 
social affairs and general well-doing. It 
is true a little expense would be incurred 
in attending such meetings, but we should 
not skrink from a little expenditure, if 
within our means, when such self-evident 
good results are sure to follow in the wake 
of these regular quarterly* deaf-mute 
social, religious gatherings. 

Fellow deaf-mutes, let us remember 
tho service at Syracuse on Jan. 18th, and 
try to induce as many others as possible 
to be in attendance. • ■

thing other than their books ; presidents 
and directors found themselves obliged 
to face the uncomfortable fact that they 
had not been as observing of their du¬ 
ties as they should have been, and not a 
few were proven to be as involved in cer¬ 
tain financial deficits as those who had 
plundered, as it were, right before their 
eyes. The effect of these events is a 
scarcity in money ; it was locked up and 
hard to get; values began to fall, sales to 
cease, and a panic to set in. 

Had this financial disaster fallen only 
upon the. gamblers in stocks, or on those I 
who were rich and able to stand it, but 
comparatively littleharm would have been 
done. But its effects soon began to be 
felt in almost every part of this State— 
in the country at largo it is bad enough, 
but in New York and vicinity itisworse. 
Sales being slow, orders began to ceajn 
-rrarnta a tviwcqueuw) Uiu great factories 
began to suspend operations. First they 
reduced their forces, then the wages of 
their employes, and finally had to close 
altogether. A large number of people 
dependent on them for work, and the 
means wherewith to live, suddenly find 
themselves out of employment. From 
one city comes the news that ten thousand 
people have no place in which to work— 
from other quarters it is twenty-five, 
and even, in one locality, the number 
reaches forty thousand. 

Such a calamity occurring in the 
spring or summer months, would not be 
so bad, but now, with winter right lie- 
fore our doors, it is doubly hard. What 
must be the feelings of a mechanic, with 
a hard winter before him, to suddenly 
find his employment taken away? Un¬ 
less lie has other resources he can hardly 
manage to live, and his family, if he has 
one, must suffer in proportion. 

Wo are afraid that one of the evils of 
this panic and the suspension, tempora¬ 
rily, ]eb us hope, of labor may be to throw 
several deaf-mutes out of employment. 
Inprosperoustimes it is not always easy for 
them to obtain situations; in panic times 
the odds are greatly against them, and 
several may remain unemployed from 
the end of this year to that of the next. 
If this be the case, we hope that they 
have had forethought to lay by a part of 
their wages, and that being economical 
for a time, they will not be put to any 
serious inconvenience or want. Cash on 
hand is a great thing in such times as 
these, and a snug deposit in the savings 
bank, where you can lay your hand on it 
at. any time, is a resource of far greater 
value than thrice its sum in bonds, mort¬ 
gages and stocks of every kind. 

But some among us may not have had 
this forethought, and may even now be 
in trouble for the wherewithal to live. 
This panic is.not the last we shall have, 
others will come sooner or later, and 
just such a time as this will again occur. 
Let us then be wise from the teaching of 
experience and lay it down as a rule that 
we will hereafter lay aside a portion of 
our wages, say ten per cent of our year¬ 
ly income, and let it accumulate to meet 
just such emergencies as this. Prof. 
John R. Burnet, in liis oration before 
before the Empire Stato Association of 
Deaf Mutes, had a few words to say on 
this subject. He is an old man and knows 
much of the world, and his advice was 
suggested by years of experience. Let 
us hope that a few, at least, have read it 
and acted on it. 


folks would only think so, be successful¬ 
ly and profitably used in the intellectual 
department of every institution for the 

deaf. 

To illustrate. Have convenient rooms 
set apart and well stocked with all the 
essentials of a printing office. Then let 
the teacher of several of the higher 
classes prepare lectures, lessons and all 
sorts of exercises, let the pupils prepare 
their own manuscript, then let them set 
it up and print it, and afterwards study 
it. Of course they would require some 
instruction, and more watching for the 
first few months, but afterwards they 
could get along without exacting assist¬ 
ance. And if they remained at the In¬ 
stitute long enough, on their departure, 
to secure a good situation in some priut-

tilings, it is at the outset that the obsta¬ 
cles tell, but common perseverance would 
overcome them. After, say the first two 
years, when graduation day arrived it 
would be found that there were one or 
two deaf-mutes, at least, who had become 
very proficient in the art, and these could 
be very advantageously employed as 
foremen or assistant foremen as the case 
might be. Thenceforth there would be 
little trouble. We won’t say what ef¬ 
fect this license to tlie teachers to prepare 
their own text books, would have upon 
deaf-mute education, for a variety of re¬ 
sults would follow this freedom from the 
usual stereotyped guides. 

Not long ago we noticed a movement 
to establish a printing office at the Na¬ 
tional Deaf-Mute College. We liked the 
plan and hoped for its success, for in that 
event it would be one of the principal 
attractions of the College, to say noth¬ 
ing of the vast benefits to the students, 
because it is just such men as those now- 
going through a four years’ course that 
make the best printers, and command 
the highest wages. But the steps that 
were taken to carry out the plan don’t 
seem to have been effectual, and, to our 
regret, we have heard no more of the pro¬ 
ject. If some millionaire was on the 
lookout for an object of generosity, he 
could do no better good with his money 
than to donate a thousand or two to the 
College for this object. 

The celebration in New York on Dec.
